car, riding to and from their offices, 
all devoid of any physical exertion 
worthy of the nam e.. When at work 
the field of vision of a sedentary man 
is limited by the inner walls of his of­ 
fice, his field of physical activity is 
limited to his chair, 
Such habits of 
life result in weak, flabby muscles, a 
loss of physical stamina, with In time 
a disinclination for physical exercise, 
whether light or arduous. 
In a limited way there are some ex­ 
ceptions to tin* general inaction of of 
flee workers. 
Some engage in games 
which 
impose 
physical 
competition 
more or less, as bowling, billiards, etc. 
From them they derive some exercise, 
inadequate, yet far better than none at 
all. 
Some take up gymnastics. 
Yet, 
relatively to tin* whole, those who take 
up systematic physical exercise are 
few. 
And 
those who, being office 
workers, take systematic exercise, are 
generally iii the early years of their 
business life. As a rule, w hen a seden­ 
tary worker approaches middle age. he 
gradually avoids all physical activi­ 
ties separable from the mere Journey- 
ings to and fro between home and of­ 
fice chair. 
In many Instances, obesity 
sets in. with Its consequent heaviness, 
clumsiness, thickne s of wind, and in­ 
ertia. 
The organs of the body lose 
their vigor, and there Is a general low­ 
ering of vigor and vitality. 
Under such conditions, the mere tak­ 
ing of a vacation once a year, though 
beneficial, is far from meeting the re­ 
quirements of the case. 
Indeed, the 
sedentary worker, long habitated 
o 
I Holily inaction, is not in physical condi­ 
tion even to enjoy a vacation if It con­ 
templates any of the active sports of 
hind and water. 
N evert lidless, lie 
takes his vacation without any prelim­ 
inary physical preparation, and en­ 
ters Into the sport of hunting and 
fishing with boyhood ardor. Many bod­ 
ily discomforts forthwith ensue. 
If he 
engages In quai! shooting, his feet, be­ 
ing weak from lack of exercise, are 
strained and sore; 
being tender they 
are w *1! blistered. 
His arms are so 
muscle weary that they feel as if they 
would drop off from their own weight. 
the w hole body Is sore and over fa­ 
tigued. 
lf he rides horseback, many 
unused muscles are brought into ac­ 
tion. to their consequent straining and 
soreness. 
If the sedentary on. fishes, 
there is the same bodily sufferings 
from weak feet, weak hands, weak 
limbs, with the added Inefficiency of 
bodily clumsiness, heaviness of move­ 
ment, and incapacity of action. 
All 
this discomfort and incapacity could 
be avoided by taking every day regu­ 
lar exorcise which would comprehend 
the physical culture of the whole body. 
Much time is not required. 
Ten min­ 
utes of exercise morning and night 
will accomplish wonders. 
The whole 
muscular system thereby is kept in 
t« i.e. 
tin* vital o r g a n s are vigorous 
and perform their functions health­ 
fully, and the sedentary worker then 
seeks the physical activities of life 
instead of avoiding them. 
Before g o i n g on an outing which 
contemplates active bodily pow t s , two 
or three weeks of physical preparation. 
in the form of walks to and from the 
office, and more exercise each day 
with gymnastic appliances will add 
immeasurably ,o the comforts of an 
outing, to the capacity and enjoyment 
of him who engages in it. besides the 
general every-da J benefits «• f a s t r o n g 
mind in u strong body.—Forest and 
Stream. 
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We train o rr teachers carefully in 
our normal schools, we require them 
to pass adequate examinations before 
we permit them to follow their pro­ 
fession, and when they have met all 
the requirements we expect them to 
work fora salary that is less than that 
which they can command in some 
other pursuit. 
Aud tile glory of teach­ 
ing is not so great as to counter bal­ 
ance this difference, the Indianapolis 
News feds. 
There is but one conclu­ 
sion that is to be reached. 
We must 
have 
good 
schools. 
To have good 
schools we must have good teachers, 
and to have and to hold good teachers 
we must pay them in proportion to 
tho service rendered. The teacher who 
is faithful and efficient should always 
be fortified with the comfortable and 
comforting knowledge* that so long as 
his fathfulness holds and his efficiency 
increases, his remuneration will in­ 
crease in due proportion. 
Then and 
then only shall w’c have teachers who 
are willing to make this occupation 
their life-work, and who will be in 
(Teasingly proud of their calling. 
And 
when we get right down to the basis 
of things, there is probably no greater 
force In the advancement of civiliza­ 
tion and culture* than the pride men 
j feel In an honorable calling.

ance. Of all the expenditures made by 
aggregated bodies or by Government 
agencies that devoted to good roads 
produces the greatest return and the 
greatest satisfaction to the greatest 
number of people. Everybody uses the 
highways; the rich man and the beg­ 
gar, the white man and the black, the 
lame and tin* blind, women and chil­ 
dren, the farmer, the tradesman, the 
lawyer, doctor, tourist, hunter all, of 
every class and condition, participate 
In and enjoy the blessing of good roads 
wherever they abound. 
The wagon 
roads of any country are the fountain 
heads of trade and commerce; they are 
the avenues over which pass the main 
agencies 
for 
the 
dissemination 
of 
knowledge and the increase of intelli­ 
gence, as well as the enjoyments of so­ 
cial intercourse in rural life. They pro­ 
vide the means for the performance of 
public duty; of reaching schools and 
churches and local markets or shipping 
points on railways. 
Why should the

As a food not inur.’i is to be said for 
celery. 
But It is an uncommonly sat­ 
isfactory relish, it adds a i!ne flavor to 
a soup or salad, and is a- It.' best at 
the season when other vet,etaM'*s are 
becoming scarce. 
As a recent go*e m ­ 
inent bulletin sums it up, “Gaming as 
it does at a time of the year when 
large quantities of meat are consumed 
and green foods are not plentiful, the 
use of celery makes other foods more 
palatable and greatly aids digestion. 
Celery is a comparatively late addi­ 
tion to the dietary of the people. 
In 
this respect its history Is uot unlike 
the tomato’s. 
The wild celery from 
which it was developed, and which is 
a native of the marshes of southern 
England and Europe, was long con­ 
sidered poisonous and, indeed, is a 
distant relative of the poisonous h e m ­ 
lock. As late as twenty-five years ago 
the cultivated plant was found oniy 
on wealthy tables and on the menus of 
a few large hotel-'. 
Many people did 
not like its taste, but liking for it was 
soon acquired and never lost. 
At the 
present time every American eats a 
little celery, and is convinced that it 
is good “nerve food.” 
Production in this country 
began 
with the draining of the muck bed 
areas of the Great Lakes country, and 
Kalamazoo long held the primacy. 
Since then tracts of celery land have 
been opened in Florida and California, 
as well n< in Michigan, Ohio and New 
York, and the market season bas been 
extended so that it reaches from the 
beginning of August almost to the end 
of April. 
Although a native of the 
swamps, It has been found that the 
best flavored celery is raised in loose 
sandy loam, which must be treated 
with nitrate fertilizers, or occasionally 
put dow n in some leguminous crop to 
prevent exhaustion. 
This vegetable requires much hand­ 
lin g -tw o replantings, a blanching by 
means of banked earth or boards, and 
final storage in a shallow pit—but it 
pays well. As tile government bulletin 
says, “growers who are making a suc­ 
cess of celery raising receive a 
net 
profit of $RN> to the acre.”

The adoption, among the others, of 
Constitutional amendment for the pro­ 
motion of good roads gives timeliness 
to the suggestive letter w hich we print 
In another column concerning some 
features of highway 
administration 
and especially concerning the planting 
and maintenance of trees on all new or 
improved roads. 
It is an unfortunate 
fact that on a large proportion of the 
good roads which have been created in 
recentt year no attempt at systematic 
tree planting lins been mad *. 
That 
work seems not to entei into the road- 
maker’s plan of campaign. 
Yet f>>r 
utility as well as for beauty it is of 
importance, second by a long way, no 
doubt, but second only, to the building 
of the roads themselves. 
To give 
grateful shades in our torrid summers. 
to provide windbreaks in our tempest­ 
uous winters and to serve the ptirposi s. 
in their measure, which forests serve 
In their larger measure, rows of trees 
along the highways ar** as pr cions in 
their mission of practical utility 
iii 
j that of simple beauty. 
Most of our good roads arc being 
made simply by improving old ones 
The.' * latter are often well -haded, 
though perhaps in a hit or huns fash­ 
ion. 
in a considerable proportion of 
ca ni's the work of road improvement 
proves d struct ive to the trees in wid­ 
ening or altering the level of the road­ 
bed so that what was formerly a well 
shaded s;retch of mud or dust becomes 
a 
s h a d e l e s s 
stretch 
of 
macadam. 
There has been much gain, but also 
some lo^s, and the loss should be re­ 
paired so that there w ill be only gain. 
In other cases entirely new roads arc 
made or old roads are straightened and 
laid out anew, in which there are no 
trees at all by tile wayside, and the 
new roadbed, with all its value for 
traction, is unattractive and uncom­ 
fortable at all seasons. 
The cost of planting trees is a mere 
trifle compared with the cost of road 
building. 
The work and “bother” are 
slight very slight, if attended to at 
tin* proper time. The cost and labor of 
maintaining the trees after they are 
planted are practically nil, and the ben­ 
eficent results arc great. 
Iii the legis­ 
lation that may be called for to put 
into effect the Constitutional amend­ 
ment just adopted, it will be well if 
tin* planting of trees is recognized 
.and provided for 
an integral and es­ 
sential part of the work.
